Claims 40-43, 47, and 49-69, and 71-72 are allowed as entered on 02 August 
2006. Claims 1-39, 44-46, 48, and 70 are canceled. 



In the Claims 

The claims entered on 02 August 2006 are amended as follows: 

• Claim 40, line 8 (claim 40(c), line 2), delete "verified," and insert 
therefore: - -verified- - 

• Claim 40, line 14 (claim 40(e), line 2), delete "user, for" and insert 
therefore: - -user's locale, said region- - 

• Claim 40, line 29 (claim 40(i), line 1), delete "transactions; and" and 
insert therefore: - -transactions.- - 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The field of the invention relates a system and method of conducting business 
between government and business entities, and specifically relates business 
pertaining to business entity regulation. 

Pertaining to claim 40: The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches 
and suggests the combination of a business-to-government (or business-to- 
business) communications interface that presents to the user a customized user 
interface based on a user's region associated with user's locale, the region 
determining which government agencies with which to communicate and which 
sponsor information to display in the user interface. 

Closest US Patents/Patent Publications 

US 5. 710.887(Chelliah, first cited in Paper #21) 

Chelliah teaches an electronic mall system and method applicable for 
providing business-to-consumer, business-to-business, and business-to- 
government user interfaces for the purpose of conducting electronic commerce. 
Chelliah, however fails to disclose, teach, and suggest presenting to the user a 
customized user interface based on a user's region associated with user's locale, 
the region determining which government agencies with which to communicate 
and which sponsor information to display in the user interface. 
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Forward and backward citations of Chelliah failed to produce specific prior art 
to address this claim element in combination within a B2G or B2B environment. 
US 6.067.549 (Smallev) 

Smalley discloses regulating business entities by providing a computerized 
system and method of managing the information necessary to regulate business 
entities. Smalley, however fails to disclose, teach, and suggest presenting to the 
user a customized user interface based on a user's region associated with user's 
locale, the region determining which government agencies with which to 
communicate and which sponsor information to display in the user interface. 

Forward and backward citations of Smalley failed to produce specific prior art 
to address this claim element within a B2G or B2B environment. 

Closest Non-patent Literature 

IRA (Paper #20041 028. Item U) 

IRA discloses business owners starting their own business registering online 
with the Inland Revenue, HM Customs and Excise agency using electronic 
forms. IRA however fails to disclose, teach, and suggest much of Claim 40 and 
specifically fails to disclose presenting to the user a customized user interface 
based on a user's region associated with user's locale, the region determining 
which government agencies with which to communicate and which sponsor 
information to display in the user interface. In combination with Chelliah, IRA fails 
to remedy the gaps in Chelliah and does not suggest the claimed invention. 
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Fleming (Paper #21, Item: U) 

Fleming discloses the Inland Revenue, Customs and Excise agency and the 
use of electronic forms to save money in processing business applications. 
Fleming alone or as a collection of art with IRA fails to disclose much of Claim 40 
and specifically fails to disclose, teach, and suggest presenting to the user a 
customized user interface based on a user's region associated with user's locale, 
the region determining which government agencies with which to communicate 
and which sponsor information to display in the user interface. In combination 
with Chelliah and IRA, Fleming fails to remedy the gaps in Chelliah and IRA and 
does not suggest the claimed invention. 
TForms (Paper #20041 028. Item V) 

TForms disclose tax preparation and fails to teach and suggest presenting to 
the user a customized user interface based on a user's region associated with 
user's locale, the region determining which government agencies with which to 
communicate and which sponsor information to display in the user interface. In 
combination with Chelliah, IRA and Fleming, TForms fails to remedy the gaps in 
Chelliah, IRA, and Fleming and does not suggest the claimed invention. 



Closest Foreign Patent Publication 

WO 95/07510 (Ostrovskv) 

Ostrovsky discloses customizing electronic forms for business filing but fails 
to disclose presenting to the user a customized user interface based on a user's 
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region associated with user's locale, the region determining which government 
agencies with which to communicate and which sponsor information to display in 
the user interface.
